ankle is b ette r, which will be about 
M onday th e 17th and they plan to 
h ik e out again.

Going back into the history of aerial 
tram ways, Mr. Southw orth stated that 
the first one of any im portance ever 
built was com pleted in Germany in

"T he Gas Tank Com mittee of the 
Palm Springs Cham ber of Commerce, 
after m onths of study and conferences 
with your representatives, desires to 
subit the following recom m endation of 
a satisfactory m ethod of solving the 
problem of concealing 
the 
Southern 
California Gas Com pany's holder now 
located on the highway, just north of 
our city limits. 
“New location: We recom m end that 
the gas holder should be moved ap­ 
proxim ately 415 feet N orthw est of its 
present location in a shallow ravine 
as indicated on the attached map. Tli 
short distence from th e present site 
will reduce the moving expense to a 
minimum. 
The new location is close 
to your present pipe lin e connections 
and adjoins a w ater line from which 
a gravity flow may be obtained. To 
assist in your purchase of this prop­ 
erty. which adjoins your present site, 
we have contacted 
th e 
owner, Mr. 
Orville Rouft and feel assured th at a 
reasonable offer will be accepted 
“Position of holder: W e recommend 
that th e gas holder be turned into a 
horizontal position parallel to the new 
road alignm ent and lowered into the 
ground approxim ately fifteen feet with 
the excavated d irt placed in a mound 
on th e road side of th e holder.

Fire Dept. 
Gets Third 
Truck 


The Palm Springs Fire D epartm ent 
this week received its third truck. 
The new truck, a small Mack, paint­ 
ed white to m atch the large Mack fire 
truck purchased b.v the departm ent 
last year, will 
be used 
entirely for 
em ergency purposes other than fires, 
although it will accom pany the fire 
truck w henever persons are injured. 
It carries a resusltator, streacher, 
gas m asks, first-aid 
equipm ent, fire 
extinguishers, 
ladders, and a sm all 
portable lighting plant. 
in case of an em ergency when tlie 
city lights a re out of com m ission, the 
portable electric plant can be used to 
supply lights. 
For instance, it could 
lie taken into a hospital to furnish the 
lights 
for 
an 
em ergency surgical 
operation. 
T he lighting plant lias not 
yet arrived but will be here the first 
part of next week. 
The d epartm ent will also purchase 
Í water-proof salvage covers to be used 
to cover m erchandise or furnishings 
th at would be dam aged by w ater when­ 
ever the firem en are extinguishing a 
fire in close proxim ity. 
T hese covers

N aturally, if Palm Springs people spend their m oney out-of-town, 
Palm Springs m erchants will have less to spend for the im provem ent 
of this city. 
Local m erchants help to m aintain real estate valúen, thus benefit­ 
ing every property owner. 
They either own or fetit their stores, 
which m eans money invested here. They employ local peopie and thus 
put m ore m oney in circulation. 
It’s an endless chain— Spend your money with local m erchiiiits 
and some of it will come back to you. Spend your m oney out-of-town, 
and it is gone forever. 
If the residents could save money by buying out-of-town, there 
might he some excuse for not supporting local m erchants, but it is 
very doubtful if anything can be saved, especially if one considers th e 
tim e w asted and expense of traveling. 
There isn't a town in the county that has b etter stores, and even 
the city of Riverside does not have m ore com plete stocks. 
If you 
don't believe it, inspect some of the larger stores of Palm Springs. 
T he local m erchant has the sam e buying power as his com petitor in 
surrounding towns and he sells as cheaply. 
Most of the m erchants and store owners have m ade extensive im­ 
provem ents during th e sum m er and have added larger stocks. 
W hy 
not show our appreciation? 
if you w ant Palm Springs to be a better town, help to m ake the 
local business men m ore prosperous.

Second, the single 
tax this tim e w ears the m ask of sales 
tax repeal. 
Repeal of this vital revenue raising 
law m eans hut one thing, that schools 
would he in a position to lose imm edi­ 
ately 60 per cent of th eir revenue. 
This is, needless to say, a vital thrust 
at school support. 
T he balance of school support which 
comes from school d istrict taxes on 
property is also m enaced 
by 
this 
single tax move. 
T he effect of pyram iding all present 
property taxes together with th e un­ 
questionable necessity 
of 
a 
heavy 
state tax on land to m ake up for the 
lost state revenue, would completely 
break down th e property tax system . 
This would m ean the destruction of 
the other m ain source of school fi­ 
nance. 
T he single tax is intended to cul­ 
m inate in sta te ow nership of all prop­ 
erty, thus m aking it necessary for 
everyone to lease property from the 
state. 
N aturally, it all tax revenues 
had to come from land only, with no' 
taxes on im provem ents, 
the 
state 
would eventually own all the land, be­ 
cause no one could long stand the tax 
burden.
